It is ex|x-eted that the maiiairemeiit of the dif- 
fi'reiit raeiiiK asMxdatioii.s will ent the eloth to fit 
the garment and trim down tiie dates to suit 
exist ill); eoiiditious. l.atonia is ex|ieet<‘d to ask for 
and reeeive sanetioii to raei* tlie loiutest ix’riod. It 
is cenerally held tliat the Kenton County i-ourse 
is ill a iKisition to mono|xilize the hulk of the fall 
term. There has never Ixs-ii any <sim|ilaiiit from 
Ciiieiiiiiati acaiiist a t«x> loin; |X‘rioil of raeiiiK ami, 
ti!oin;h the I.;iloiiia traek is situated in Kentucky, 
it derives its |tatroiia;;e from the City and 

Ciiieiniiatiaiis liavi- alwa.vs looked nixin this traek 
as one of their iiislitntious. 

Ti:e nxa‘ut Ltitoiiui session was a remarkable one 
in many rt‘s|n-ets. The atteudaiiee was on the 
v.liolo the largest in the history of the eours<‘. Tlie 
Weather was a eontrilniting cause for this to a big 
extent. <*u only one day was the weather sliglitly 
unfavorable and it iinxluei-d a diminished audienei-. 
On several o«'easions. notably Derby day and Inde- 
liendenee day, former re»-ords for crowds at the 
<-ourse were snr]i:iss<xl. In kec|iing with the otln-r 
improved eonditiuiis. the wagering likewise showed 
a iiealthy gain. Tl:e ree-onl for tin* season for any 
single ilay in the matter of volume handled, how- 
«-ver, was establish«‘d by Churchill Downs, when on 
its Derby ila.v it went over !jt.'*00,000. 

RED CROSS CONTRIBUTIONS HIGH. 

The government and Red Cross came in for tidy 
sums from war taxes on admissions and coiitribn 
tious. The »-xact figure's that will accrue fi-oiii war 
taxes are not available yet, but it is siipixised to 
lx.- a gn*at sum. The Red Cross will proliably bene- 
fit in exce-ss of !|triO,(K(0 on the twenty-six days. 
This includes tlie ten ix-r cent that owners were as-' 
sessed on their winnings and also the assessments 
of ten |x-r ex-iit on salaries of eniidoytH's and the 
esaitributiou of the track management. 

Trainer John F. S«-1ioit, in cliarge of the exten- 
sive strings owned by Edward B. McLean and Mrs. 
Edward B. McLean (Folly Farm Stable), sneewded 
in getting his charges off for Saratoga yesterday. 
Inability to secure cars iiromptly made it nece.ssary 
to traiis|x<rt the horses in sections on two different 
railroads. The first division, which included The 
porter, Kathleen, Lx-ochares, Uncle 'White, Bon Jour, 
Fencer, Saiidiuaii II., Pi-erless One, The Six Hun- 
dred, departed during the afternoon and the others 
left on the night train. They were due at Sara- 
tog:i Wixlnesday night and will lx‘ given light 
training until the oix.-]iiug of the meeting. 

It was the first time that the McLean colors 
had engaged in Kentucky racing and 'their advent 
at Ihiuglas I'ark and H-itoiiia was highl.v successful. 
Combining the winnings of the Folly Farm Stable 
and that of the horses carrying the silks of Edward 
B. Mcl>-aii would pl.-ns* the establisiimeut a close 
stS-ond to the Willmms Bros.’ earnings. The Mc- 
l.,*':in establishment is a well roiimhxl one and 
should figure extensively in the Saratoga racing. 
T1 m‘ addition of jiwkey Lunsford to the stable is 
also a contributing asset and, while his forte is 
not riding two-year-olds, he will win many (lurses 
f.tr the stable that otlierwise would not be credited 
to it. Ix-cause of an inferior rider. Lunsford accom- 
jianicd Mr. and Mrs. John F. Schorr to Saratoga 
and will not 1 r- seen in the saddle during Uie Em- 
pin- City meeting. If he continues in the form he 
ilisplayed at Hitouia, he will prove a revelation to 
the easterners.

Unless the Ken- 
tucky autumn meetings of this year shall Ik‘ greatly curtailed in length as compared with 1917, the total 
of this year cannot fail to show a substantial increase. The total distributed through the meetings at 
l exington, Cliurcliill Downs. Douglas Park and Isitonia foots up the <|uite ini|xising total of $491M35. On 
this basis tlie entire Kentucky distribution for 1918 should approximate the million-dollar mark. Coin- 
paivd with ten .vears ago it is a Vi'onderful showing and Kentuckians can justly take pride in their state 
as a theatre of racing. 

To Churcliil! Ihiwus Udongs the credit of the greatest iK-rdieni distrihution, Douglas Park being sec- 
ond with a «iuite slight advantage of laitonia. Next year the added Latonia Derby and the 

^.-|0,000 Latonia Cliamplonsliip Stakes will no doubt give laiionia the leadership in this im|xirtant partic- 
ular. Population and patronage considensl, Lexington has done in proportion every whit as well as the 
other tracks. The Kentuek.v Racing .\sso4-iatiou is now in the fall tide of real pros|ierity and the old 
da.vs of a practicall.v free gate and deticits to lie made up at the cud of meetings seem the dream of a 
di.s<*asi>d iniagination. The Li'xington turf folks can testify feelingl.v to the striking ciianges wroiiglit 
through the adoption of the nnituels as the sole medium of wagering on the Kentucky tracks.

Old Koenig and Papp No Match 
for Andrew Miller’s Popu- 
lar Turf Idol. 



N*‘w York, July 17. — A morning’s intermittent 
shower did not dismay the several thousand enthus- 
iasts. who made their way to Yonkers from the 
adjoining counties, fw the Empire Uity course at- 
tracts a iiatrunuge from northern New York and 
Uoniiecticiit that does not attend the iRiiig Island 
courses. Tlie.v were well ri'paid for their joiime.v 
by witnessing the running of an interesting canl, 
the feature of which was the Mt. Vernon Handicap, 
in which the jiopular idol Roamer scored another 
easy victory. 

The little gelding was away slowly, went to the 
oiitsiile of his two opiionents on botli the turns and. 
when calhsl on an eighth from home, easily rais'd 
away from them with his daxzling s|ieed. The rais; 
was not much from a time stand|xiint, but it was 
evident that Roamer would luive won under any 
isinditions. A pleasing feature was the form dis- 
played by Papp, for it is apparent that he has 
fully ri'covered from tlie injury that causeil his 
teniiwrary retirement earlier in the year and that 
he win be in condition to contest for the tlin-e- 
year-obl championship at Saratoga.

Slipix'ry 
Elm proved all that was sliid about him. He iiuickl.v 
oix*ned up a big lead and easily maiiitaineii it 
throughout. Kingfisher and Garbage coliided on 
the far turn, with the result that Garbage was 
kiiiK-ked back and eliininateil, while Kingfisher, 
recovering quickly, finished gamely and was easily 
second. 

CARMAN COLORS IN FRONT. 

The uiH'ning dash went to R. F. Uamian’s filly 
Dmise V.. which after disixising of the pacemaker. 
Josefina Zarate, drew away and held Wheat Cakes 
safe in the final drive. 

Sea I’irate ran back to his previous gixxl race 
and led all the wa.v in the second raci', to si-ore 
in easy fashion. Crystal Ford was counted on to 
furnish the strongest up|X>sition to Sea I’irate. but 
was piiiclH“il off on the baekstreteh and never 
recovered his stride. 

The managers of the three local associations. 
Aqueduct, Jamaica and Emi.iri' City held a eonfer- 
ence tixlay aud all applied for fall dates, agreeing 
tliat the stewards of the Jockey Club make the 
schedule as nearly as ixissible to I'uuform with the 
wishes of the managers. There xvill be at least ten 
days at each track, it is believed, which will insure 
racing until at least the middle of October. 

JiK'key Sande made his first apiH'uruuce in the 
east on Belle Kotx-rts. The mare was not gixxl 
enough to show the ability of the jin-key, bi'iiig 
badly iK'ateu. Saude’s services art' in demand here. 

E. R. Bnidley, niutoring from Chicagix, was due 
tixlay according to his business agent, Mosej' Cigis- 
nian. who arrived. 

8ande, Louder and Simpson were further additions 
to the jiM'key contingent. 

Jake Holtman, the former starter, came in from 
laitonia. 

The Kilmer stable of sixteen, was sliipiied to 
Saratoga yesterday. 

A verbal plea was made for the Knights of 
Columbus recreation fund and lilx'rai contributions 
made to the white-gowned solieitors, who invaded 
the lawn and stand. 

A close finish featured the fifth race. Elderken 
getting the decision by a neck over Harry Biir- 
goyne. after the latter had showed the way from 
the start. 

The talent was hard hit when H. P. Whitney’s 
fill.v. Purling, could do no bi'tter than finish in 
back of S.vlvano and Wondemian. I’urling’s Hiani't's 
wen* ruined b.v Ix'iiig kiiix-keil back at the start and 
lx>ing cut off when attempting to come through on 
the inside on the last turn. 

The purses at Enipin' City yesterda.v wen' in- 
creased to the extent of $1,840, that sum represent- 
ing the surplus bid-up money of Monday aud Tues- 
day.

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DAILY RACING FORM LOUISVILLE IS NOW TURF MECCA SUIT AGAINST KENTUCKY ASSOCIATION 
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Many Owners, Horses and Followers of the Sport 
Arriving There Daily from Latonia. 

Louisville. Ky., July 17. — Louisville is now 
the Jlecca for hundreds of horse owners, 
f<dIow<-rs <tf the turf and oiliers connectcil 
with the sport In different capacities. A majority 
of the Falls Cit.v delegation who took part in the 
r«>cent laitonia meeting returned to their native 
heatli to rest up until the autumn session of racing 
in the Blue Grass State. Incidentally, most of the 
Iiorsem<>ii who came back to the Falls City returueil 
well satisfied, as the I.siuisville-owned horses mor • 
than Iield their own during the twenty-six days’ 
r.'K'ing ilt the Milhlale course. 

For the next few days there will be a continu- 
ous stream of horses itouring into Churchill Downs 
and Doughis Park to siM-nd tlie suninier months. 
Only tlie larger stables left for the east, they

But Trigger Is no Ordinary Mule— Can Run Fast, 
Trot, Pace and Jump, 

Man.v turf fidlowers who will be in attendance 
at Saratoga during the coining meeting will prob- 
abl.v 1 m* amused and some perhaps shocked, when 
they note a mule serving as the lead guide for 
some highly regarded racers. Kentuckians long 
ago be«*ame accustomed to the sight and they have 
gotten over their amazement. The mule, which 
easily can l:iy <•l.•lim to title as champion lead in the 
country, is in the judgment of astute horsemen sii- 
lM*rior to any ixiiiy in the purpose he is intended for. 
lie seems to have a soothing influence on a nervous 
or high-strung temiH*rcd racer while in the paddock 
or on the track. 

The mule, whose name is Trigger, was bought by 
Eilward B. McLean for a big figure during the 
Douglas I’ark meeting. Mr. Mcl>*an readily noted 
the iMissibilities of the mule and immediately set 
alMiiit aei|uiring him from William T. Woodard. 
The latter, who was using Trigger as a companion 
to the high-strung and sometimes fractious acting 
OpiMirtniiity, balked on the proiMisition of letting 
7’rlgger go, but the tempting offer decided him and 
now Trigger is now the comuaiiioii and chaperon to 
the rai-ing eraeks of the MeIx'an stable.

Me can trot, pace, single-fiMit, park and 
canter. Woodard also during his sjiare time in 
winter, used 'frigger as a mount in his hunting 
ventures and the mule can clear a well-sized hedge 
or other ohstaele with evident ease. 

llorsenieii have frc‘<in<*ntl.v expressed amazement 
that the highly nervous thoroughbreds have not 
offered injury to Trigger, on (he contrary they 
seem to enjoy his presence and Trigger likewise has 
lost or never altaiin*d any of the kicking character- 
istics of his s|H-cie.

Action Is Instituted Against Owners of Lexington 
Track for Back Taxes. 

Lexington. Ky.. .lul.v 17. — Walton M. Byars, reve- 
nue agent for the state at large, a r»*sldent of Ixuiis- 
villo, yesterday filed suit in the Fayette Coiint.v 
court against the Kentiick.v Trotting Horse Breeders 
.Xssociatioft and the Kentucky Asso«*iation, owners 
of the two race tracks here, for back taxes for 
five years. The aggregate per year listed against 
the former nrgnniz.-ition in the schedule filed by 
the petitioner is $112,(500, of which the largest item 
is $8.'i,noo, which is expressed as “franchise not al- 
lowed by law maintaining and operating betting 
IMiols.” 

Tile suit against the Kentiick.v Association is for 
taxes on $129,800, the largest item being $9.'i.(MHl. 
expres.sed as “maintaining and operating lM*tting 
IMiols iind leasing privileges of same.” 

-Xnother item in this suit is $7,000 alleged to 
have bi*en received from “contracts for furnishing 
form sheets, various pool rooms and Western Union 
data as racing information.” 

Since it is lawful to wager on horse races at 
tracks during race meetings in this state and since 
the state exacts a license per days for the n|M*ratinn 
of those meetings with betting, which amounts to 
a franchise tax, it is difficult to understand just 
what the revenue agent is undertaking to present 
in the largest items in his suit. 

The taxing authorities heretofore have held that 
the Kentucky Trotting Horse Breeders’ Association 
is not liable for a franchise tax. To those who 
know the affairs of the Kentucky Association as 
well as most business people hereabouts do, the 
$7.niK) item in the schedule is absurd. The State 
Racing Commission laws expressly forbid the sale 
ami dissemination of racing information to po<d 
riMims, or hnndiMioks and the law is not violated. 
No charge is made to newspapers for the privilege 
of making form sheets.

ALARM ONLY MODERATE RACE HORSE 

Although He Won Six Ont of His Seven Starts 
and Established Two Records. 

James IT. McCreevy, foreman of the stable in 
wlilch Alarm was trained in 1871, writes an inter- 
esting article, showing the cause of the vast im- 
provement in spe<*d, through Alarm and his de- 
scendants to Colin, revealing matters unknown until 
now. It is written in an unprejudiced spirit. His 
story follows: 

“Alarm was foaled in ISfiO at the Annieswood 
Stud, near W'estchester, N. Y., and bred by the 
late Mr. John Hunter. 'When a yearling in Sep- 
tember he was broken and traincql on the old 
Eclipse, but renamed Centerrille race course at 
Woodhaven, L. I. In January, 1871, he was 15.1 
a bright bay colt, with star, left fore pastern, 
right fore coronet, and right hind ankle joint white; 
muzzle small, eyes large and wide apart; brain 
bulging (denoting power) ; jaws three and a half 
inches apart at the throttle; neck short and thick; 
shoulders straight and thick at the withers; back, 
loin and hips wide; hip to buttock lengthy; quarters 
heavy; girth <k‘ep;’ liody not lengthy; stood true, 
with sound legs and feet; constitution robust; a 
good feeder; nine to eleven quarts as allowed. His 
ilisiKisition was the kindest that could be described, 
utterly free from nervousness, even wlien the sharp 
spurs orimsomMi liis p.antiiig sides or whip pierced 
liis tender skin in his trials, it ruffled him not, 
nor the salt brine applied thereto. This caressed 
I»et of the stable, which often drank from a goblet, 
the cool waters at Saratoga, amid tlie scenes of his 
victories — in the cherished long ago. He inherited 
his temper from his dam, also his color and points, 
as viewed by myself, who daily cared for her 
during the winter of lSfiS-9, when she w.as carry- 
ing the future Alarm. Maud was about fifteen 
bands, three inches, lengthy, hipiM-d wide, girthed 
deep and a Ix'autiful mare. 

“Eclipse was imported jointly by R. Ten Brooek, 
and Francis Morris, of New York, in 18.19, a dark 
ba.v, no wliite markings, black mane, tail and legs, 
and a bandsoiiio horse, witli a savage tempi-r, stand- 
ing 1.1.2. 

“In passing tliroiigli tlie coUluMid of Alarm, found 
me formnan of tlie stable be was trained in. I saw 
ills works, trials and races, made the weiglits and 
satliiled liiiii for those races. Altlioiigh he won six 
of his seven starts and established two riM'ords, yet 
he w.as onl.v a moderate race horse, judged by his 
trails with Bnckden and bis races over fast tracks, 
and at no time iM'.atiiig a good horse. Yet, again, 
it must lie granted that had lie Imm forc»»d, he 
laiuld have lowered his three-quarter record to 1:1.1. 
and imssibly the mile under 1:42. He won both

easily and was not distressmi. He was sluggish in 
liis works and trials and on the bit in his races. 
Gray, his only jockey, said ’that he was the easiest 
liorse he ever rmle .and he always stopped himself 
in false starts.’ He was a Last and a front breaker 
and then, the only oecasion, he se<-med the least 
aroused. My opinion is that he was incapable of 
beating, at even weights, the best progeny he 
sired and could no more have kept pace with 
Major Thomas’ Ilimyar than could a weanling. Not- 
withstanding the light weights he was under in his 
trials and races, he failed to show a quarter of a 
mile ninler 25 seconds, or a half mile within ,10, if 
timed correctly. 

FAILED TO FRODUCE A RELIABLE COLT. 

“My main object shall now show the fact of the 
narrowness by which this, now wonderful strain of 
winning blood in America, through Alarm, escapml 
in all probability from being unfounded, and also 
avoidml by nature in failing to prwluce a reliable 
colt ill tlie second selection in the stable of the 
late Francis Morris, of Throgs Neck, N. Y., for 
the match race, betwe<‘n the late Messrs. John 
Hunter, W. R. Travers and F. Morris, on one side, 
naming two by Eolinse. and the late R. W. Camer- 
on on the other side, he naming two by I,enro!ng- 
ton. to be run at Baratogn Springs. If the Mor- 
ris 8«-leetion, trained by William Rrown, had 
proved worthy, he would have lieen relied on to 
to start instead of Alarm. During 4iis spring 
training he Imd .a olironic congh and nasal dla- 
eliarge. that did not cease until after his arrival 
at Saratoga in July. Then only did he show any 
ability to warrant he had .1 chance to win the 
match. lie improved on his works, and finally 
showed three-quarters of a mile, all ont in 1:17*(., 
carrying 100 pounds, and tliis prevented forfeiting, 
as Minor, his trainer, believed this work would 
improve him for the match, also strengtben«>d with 
knowing the works of Iiivernry, through the trainer, 
C. r. Coyle, who was paid $200 to tout her work. 
He iiifoniiod Minor ‘lie would lose the ni.atcli,’ even 
after he saw Alarm work, ‘and ho would bet on 
tlie Cameron filly.’ liis Ndief cost him his prec- 
ious and his needml earnings. Singular was the 
fact, that the s<‘cond-named selection for the match 
by Camenm. provml valueless. It was the annual 
ciistiiin of Minor to wimhI out his two-year-olds in 
July, niid send them to Annieswood, conse<|uently 
it was the best that remained after a severe onleal 
in training. It is niy Isdief that if Alarm hud not 
bi'eii namiHl in the match, lie too, would have been 
weiHlml out, and probably never lienrtl of as a win- 
ner. or a noted sire, as in Iwth of his trials at a 
half and three-quarters of a mile, he was beaten 
by wiMsl-outs. It always was a wonder to me what

sive on Tuesday. The French n‘a<-!icd the Itour- 
■huiin-rie and Glos Milon farms, north of St. Agnail 
and I.SI t’liai«-lle-Moiithoden, but tliere they encoun- 
teriil fn-sli enemy triaips, who ap|iear to have again 
foreed them Isick. 

The battle is continuing in the sloiie and in the 
wiMMis south of the heights. 

Further east the Germans se«-ni to have made lit- 
tle or no progress in their attempt to delxiueh from 
the Itomiuigiiy wikkI and through the village of 
Xesles. 

X«-ar till' Marne the Germans apiiarently tisik 
some ground southwest of Venteuil. near Moiivoisin, 
but a <-oiiiiterattack by the French ejected them 
from this localitv. 

Xortli of the Marne the turning movement against 
Kheiiiis iM'comc-s ipiite apparent. On Tuesday the 
Germans had Immui held up at Chatillon and Umleniat 
wissl. Sims- that time they liave forged forward 
along the line further to the northea.st toward 
Kheinis. 

Tisiay’s n'jHirt tells of violent figiiting in the 
Courton w«sh1, but does not give the result of the 
struggle there. The jioiiit in this wimkI where the 
combat is taking pla«-c is not known, but. conceding 
that the eneniy lias reached the middle of this area 
of forest land, he has advanct^d about four and one- 
lialf miles from Free-Kii-Tardeiiios, wliich was ap- 
proximately the I'M-ation of the line oil Sunda.v. 
Hen- and further west in Kodemat wooil the Ger- 
mans are making the steadiest and most threatening 
gains, pushing smitheast toward Kiamnay, wliich lies 
south of Rlieims. 

Xearer Rlieims the Gennans have been repiilsi-d 
at Vrigiiy and no fighting is reported in the dis- 
trict iniuusliately siirrouiniing the cathedral city. 

In the region of Durinaiis and eastward along the 
Marne the Germans have pmietrated aliout five 
miles and now hold tsdli banks of the river for a 
stn-ti'li of about fourteen miles. Strong and iv- 
IKv.tcd attempts to enlarge tlieir gains north and 
south of the river have la-eii repulsed. 

I'lib-ss they «-au eubirge their hold on the river, 
the trooiis along the Marne are in a dangerous sit- 
uation sluHild an allied counterattack b«‘giu. 

_ Evidently the German pariKise in striving to press 
Romani astride the river to Eia'riia.r is to outflank 
•he stniutf natural obstacle of the inountaiu of 
}th<-iuis, which li<*s lH-twe«*ii the Marne and Itheinis. 
. ttaeks against this height from the west have 
s.opiMsl for the inonient and no effort has been made 
to ..at tack Rlieims frontall.v. 

I'onnidable atteniiits by the Germans to break the 
iiiai v French line at ITuna.v, about eight miles east 
of l.W'ims, have lieeii broken uii by the stiibborii 
resist ac<‘ of the French, who hold a strong line 
along ®i" I'esle river. 

East wf Rlieims the Ucnuans have attacked the 
m-w Frwch |Hisitions on the south side of the Vesle, 
to whi<\ the French retireil on Tuesday. The 
French i^fieial statement rejsirts that the attack 
was a f lilure. From this iioint eastward there is 
no rei>oi » , of fighting, the Fnuieli official statement 
sa.ving, however, that their lines have Ix-eu main- 
tained intact througliout the region east of Rheims. 



WE ARE GOING TO COUNTERATTACK’ 



“We legri't U-ing unable on this occasion to fol- 
low the r-ounsels of our masters, the Fn-iich, but 
the .\iiK-rican flag has bi-en forc-eil to retire. This 
is unendurable and none of our soldiers would under- 
stand their not Ix'iug asked to do whatever is nec- 
essary to re-establish a situation which is humiliat- 
ing to us and unaeta'ptable to our taiuutry’s honor. 
We are going to nmnterattaek.” 

This was a message sent by an American general 
in command of .Vnierican foiaa?s south of the Marne 
Monday afternoon after the Germans had sucet'eded 
in forcing the Ami ricaus back toward Coude-eu-Brei.

It is hard to draw the line b«‘twe»-ii a luxury tax 
and a «•oIIsunIptioll tax. Clothing and shws are 
mK-<'ssaries of life and a tax on such articles is a 
tax on cousumptioii. When the tax applies to 
goods alsive a «a*rtain iiriee it puts a premium 
on the cheaiK-r articles and disrupts the trade in 
iK'tter gmsis. which are more economical in many 
cases iHcause they give better service. It also 
deprives high-class workmen of em|iloyment, and in 
the end it will create a preferenc-e for iniiiorted 
gooils. 

Within the last three years Americans have 
leariiiKi the value of fine gomls made in America. 
Our mills and workshops have iM-en able to deiiioii- 
strate that they proiluce wares as gmsl as or better 
than any that were imported. If American prmluets 
of high (piality are taxed out of existence", or nearly 
so, and their proiluetion is abandoned, we shall be 
unable to resume their manufacture promptly at the 
end of the war because the iilaiits for making them 
will have Ikm-ii changed and the skilled niechaiiies 
will have taken up otlier work. Then we shall see 
the iirestijfe of imiiorte<l gooils re-established more 
firmly than ever before, and all that our manufac- 
turers of fine goods have gained in the last three 
years will be lost. 

Costly Jewelr.v is a luxury, but its production has 
called into existence several skilled trades that 
should not Is* kUled. Most of the bu.vers of dia- 
monds and jicarls look uism them us investments, 
and they have been profitable investments during 
the past twi-uty years because prii'cs have steadil.v 
risen. A tax of' 50 la-r cent on precious stones 
would put a stop to their sale because the chani-e 
of reselling them after the war at a profit would 
lie remote. The trade in fine Jems and jewelry 
would eoiiie to a standstill and the government 
would i-ollect little or no revenue friHii such a tax. 
while the business would be destroyed. Here again 
we would have a boom in imported gooils after thi' 
war. 

Commercial reports from Paris prove that trade 
in works of art and high-class jewelry is active 
and prosiM-rous. American ilianioiid merchants 
would si'iid the best of their stocks to Eiiroiie for 
sale to Americans and we would have an orgy of 
smuggling that it would lie imiMissible to check. 
Canada would also profit immensely b.v a prohibi- 
tive lax on jcAvelry sales in this emintry. We 
would losi‘ the trade and our govemiiieiit would get 
little out of tl’.e tax on jewels of fine iiiiality. As 
far as wati-hes and clocks are coniaTueil. they are 
iiei-essaries of life to most Americans. Such a tax 
would put a preniiiim on peddling and smuggling, 
much to the advantage of professional lawbn'akers. 

Tax the incomes of the rich. Tax their personal 
exjH'iiditiires more heavil.v than tlie surpluses they 
invest in lils‘rty ImiiiiIs and industrial enterprises. 
That would bi' a real tax on luxuries that could be 
collecteil without iliseriminatioii. It is not the tax 
oil luxuries, but the methoil of colliH-ting it and the 
injuries to business that are objectionable. — Xew 
York Commercial. 
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GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



From Diiidon comes the news that Lieut, yaentiii 
Roosevelt, Col. Risisi-velt’s youngest sou, who has 
been attached to the .Vnierican line forces on tin 
Marne front, was killed at Chateau Thierry on 
Jul.v 14. Lieut. RiHisevi'lt, the disiutch sa.vs, was 
n-turiiiiig from a patrol fight when he was attackeil 
by a German si|iiailroii. It was seen that Roose 
velt suddcni.v lost control of his mucliine, having 
probably reis-ived a mortal wound. I’hilliii Rinise 
velt, Quentin’s l■ousin. witnessiil an air battle in 
the vicinity of Chateau Thierry, in which Quentin 
was engaged and saw the inachine fall, but did not 
know until later that the airplane was that of his 
cousin. 

The destruction b.v fire of a new German air- 
drome with twenty-two aindanes, near Xivelles. 
is attributed to the work of German n-volutionists 
in the army, says an Exchange Telegraph dispateli 
from Amsterdam. Xivelles is seventeen miles south 
of I5riiss'‘ls. Ten lielgiaus and two German non 
l•onlnlissioned officers have Is'cii arrested. The day 
bi'fore the fire, adds the dispatch, a secret meeting 
iK-curred in the eantecu at Xivelles, where tin 
scheme for destruction of the airdrome was dis- 
cussed. 

The alHilition of meatless days in France after 
Jul.v :m> is ordered in a decree issued yesterday, 
according to a message from the French capital. 
Shortage of meat in France caused the foml min- 
istry on last .Vpril 2(5 to order three meatless days 
a week. On M.-iy M a meat card system went inti; 
effect, but it is probable the present decrees does 
not affect this system. 

A dispatch from I’aris yesterday says M. Duval, 
director of the Germanophiie newspaper Bonnet 
Rouge was exccuteil early today for treasonable 
actions against the government. The execution was 
carried out at 5 o’clock in the forest of Vincennes. 
The coiiilemned man died almost instantly witli 
the command of fire. 

I’remier Leniue is about to break off diplomatic 
relations with Great Britain and any other power 
connected with the landing of armed forces on the 
Miirman coast, according to news said to have been 
received from Moscow b.v Berlin newspatiers. 

.V violent tyidmon struck .southwestern Japan and 
the Luchu islands on the night of July 11. Much 
damage was done to railwa.v lines and telegraphic 
commuiiication has been interrutded. Flooils oc- 
curred in Kolie and Osaka.

The pity is that 
the gas from the allied side will never blind the 
e.ves and in-el the skins of the kaiser and his high 
command.— St. Louis Republic.

bi-eanie of thi-m, as not one in ten were heard of 
afterwards, and I have often thought they may 

lay by the bleached bones of old Nicholas I., which 

was destroyed forty-eight years ago November last, 
when Dr. Pilgrim gave him a pill of iioison. He 
was led by me to the woods n»-arby, in the pres- 
ence of Mr. Hunter and old Andy Bell. The doctor 
fastened the halter-lead to a drooping tree branch, 
and we left him alone to die on the fallen leaves 
in the woods of Annieswood, unseen, unmourned and 
untomlied. Pitiful were the whinnies from the 

nostrils of the old hero, calling us to return for 

him. Halting and looking at him, there he stood, 
head partly erect, awaiting death, ears pricked 
and facing me, his hist friend who had cared kindly 
for him in his last days. 'The affecting sc-ene still 
clings to my memory. As the autumn’s gulden 
sun passed the horizon, leaving darkness, so too 
Iiasscd he, the golden chestnut Nicholas, to join 
his immortal sire, the great Glencoe. 

“I'nless worthy, no horse was wintered into a 
three-year-old In that stable. Therefore, it is 
plainly realized, what might have been, if it were 
not for the facts as here presented. 

ALARK ALWAYS TRAINED BY A. J. MINOR. 

“Alarm was always trained by the late A. J. 
Minor, of distinguished ability, who even prior to 
the Civil War, was highly successful in England 
for R. Ten Broek in the late ’50’s. Returning, he 
trained for J. S. Watson, John Hunter, Francis 
Morris and Hunter & Travers. Probably he was the 
first trainer in America paid $5,000 salary and ten 
lier cent, of gross winnings, and the same for horses 
sold from liis stable. He informed me that the late 
August Belmont offered him a thousand dollars 
more a year and the same iiercentage. This, too, 
ivhen few trainers ■were receiving $1,200 a 
year or upward, far more aliout $(500, some less or 
next to iiothiug. Minor informed me then he would 
aot work his horses so severely, but Mr. Hunter 
wanted to bi-t on them, therefore reiiuiring fitness 
when wiH-ded out or in racing. 

“In the spring of 1S71 the unbroken two-year-old 
Buckden, by Lord Clifden, dam Consequenee, by 
Bay Middleton, bought in England by Mr. Hunter 
for 200 iKiunds, arrived in the stable. He was a 
handsome bay, no white markings, not one gray 
hair, fifteen two, with a body of unusual length. 
Full of activity and devilment, his rearing, plung- 
ing and bolting antics, in his exercising -work for 
the first few months, caused his trainer anxiety. 
A two-foot broom handle, wrapiied in bandages and 
fastened to the saddle lucks to prevent his rider 
being unseated, combined 'with blinkers, a eurb- 
chaiii bit, whip and spurs, eventually managed 
him and he then traiiieil satisfactorily. Yet. when 
loose in his box, he had the iiaiiiful habit of 
biting his breast, arms, flanks and gaskins, fre- 
inently bleeding thereby, causing a sword stick 
to In- fastened to his halter and sway, also wearing 
i muzzle, oiR'ned in front and bottom to prevent 
the above mischief. He was otherwise goml 
teniiM'red. 

“Progressing satisfactorily in his work, he was 
itarted in the IIoiK-fiil Stakes, half a mile, at 
Monmouth Park and finished second, after a bad 
dart, to Gen. A. Buford’s Malita in .52^4, carrying 
>7 pounds to his KKI. Minor informed me that in 
this race Mr. Hunter lost $12,0(K) betting on him. 
\s he is interwoven in this article, shall st ite 
that on the forenoon of October 10, the day In- 
verary bi-at Alarm, with KMI iiounds on each," at a 
aiile in 1:48, he was ■weighted the same and tried 
It a mile, Is-ing whipiied and spurred out in 1:51, 
■ihowing alKiut three seconds slower than Alarm. 
Both wintered and trained satisfactorily in the 
spring and ■were tried at a mile in June. Alarm, 
lit) iKiiinds, Buckden, 90. After ruiiiiing evenly 
for a half mile, Buckden left Alarm and lieat him 
lix lengths. Ten days later the.v were tried at 
I mile and a half, each weighted lit) iHinnils. 
\gain they were even for five-eighths. Buckden 
I length in front at the thri'c-uuarters. when 
'le Isilted, checking his sis-ed and losing six lengths, 
but caught the tiring Ah’.rm thriH‘-eighths from the 
stand ;;nd won six b-ngths. Itoth wen- wIiipiH-d 
iiid spurred out in these trials. It is ]irobable if 
Riiekilen had kept straight, he would have won as 
far again. P.etter results were exiM-eted of Alarm, 
which had grown into l-'i.S and he never was tried 
igain. 'The alxive trials, coupled with his five 
raia-s at 90 pounds, shoiV aliimt the correctness of 
my laintentiun. 

KINGFISHER NOT AT HIS BEST WHEN BEATEN 

“IVhen Alarm beat Kingfisher in his record races, 
the latter was far from racing fitness on account of 
having a damaged leg, as when at his best form 
he was a 1:40 horse at a mile, ns proved in the 
Saratoga Cup race, a year previously with the great 
I^ongfellow, trained then b.v Jacob I’lncus. King- 
fisher’s crippleness was a well-known fact at the 
time the late Anthony Taylor handled him. A 

clever trainer was he, from the celebrated family 
for generations in this profession in Engbiiul, ar- 
riving here with William Hayward, the jockey, just 
flft.v springs ago, as trainer for the late M. H. 
Sanford. Taylor’s reputation for straightening 
bowed tendons anew, caused the late A. Belmont 
to pl:ti-e the horse with him at 'raylor’s request. 
It was a hopeless task to condition a cripple to 
conquer the fleet Alarm at 90 iKUinds, resulting 
in his easy defeat, lamed again and forever finish- 
ing the turf career of the gifted Kingfisher. 

“To strengthen my contention, it is best to again 
reveal the racing career of. Alarm, and the races 
won by Biickdi-ii, to draw a correct conclusion. If it 
were judged by the latter’s races, also compared 
with his trials, when he ran awa.v frmn Alarm, it 
makes my oiiinion more firm. My s«e aim is to 
reveal the fact in siiowing how kind nature played 
her part so well to preserve Alarm to be the foun- 
tain head in America of a progeny of both imjiorted 
sire and dam, which transmitted to the groat Him- 
yar, nature’s collective speed, he, in turn, but great- 
er was in the short-lived, the immortal, Domino and 
Commando. Yet, still greater than they, of this 
strain, as a two-vear-old, was the uiimatcliable colt 
Colin. Even with his much enlarged hock he was 
capable of allowing ten to twenty pounds to any 
of his contestors. It is still my impression that he 
was the best two-year-old foaled in North America. 
.Uso, that no horse could beat him at tliree-quarters 
of a mile at weight-for-age. This is based on the 
fact that it was my duty to time his races, note his 
rticing condition when unsaddling at the judges’ 
stand and at no time was he distressed. He looked 
capable ot wiiiiiiug the majority of his races carry- 
ing 140 iHiuiids. It is my belief, Colin at two years 
old, with loti pounds, if not 140, could defeat Alarm, 
three years old, with 90 iKiunds, at three-quarters of 
a mile, easily, taken through the time test of each — 
the watch, the standard of accuracy, the measure- 
ment of speed and the guide of judgment. 

“Tracing backward about thirty-five years through 
Colin, Commando, Domino and Him.var, to Alarm, of 
five generations, is shown the wonderful speed im- 
provement of this famous line downward, and is 
probably unequaled in America, and it may not 
again occur in the same space of future years. This 
improved speed comes through nature, aided by the 



art of briH-diiig, as there is no art in the line of 
training r:ii-e horses, no matter by whom. 

“It is uiineci'ssary, even briefly, to reprint now 
any of the Ix-st races of the above incomparable 
hor.ses since Alarm, which was vastly inferior, as 
a i-omparisoii, yet necessary to do so with him and 
Buckilen.

“This article has disclosed for the first time, 
unknown oeeurreiii-es that may be appreeiateil.

to retract, and should not bi" closed without men- 
tioning the fact tliat the gifted Hiiiiyar iuheriteil 
his erratic teniiier from Hira, his dam. In the 
fall of 18(59. she was trained b.v the late C. S. Lit- 
tlefield, at Paterson, N. J., and saw all of her 
crazy antics of sulkiness, notwithstanding, she was 
exercised liy the patient and onee-faiiious jix'key, 
the great Gilpatriek. wiio showed wonderful patienei> 
witli her. She worked a good mile in 1:48 over 
one of the deewst and slowest tracks in the east, 
liira was one of tlie largest-biMlied mares probabl.v 
ever seen, with a high conpliiig and apparently 
stood about fifteen one, tliin in flesh and only a 
so-,-eu and eight quart feeilcr. 

“Ill May, 1873, Alarm breezid a mile in 1:.59%, 
pulling up lame with a bowed tendon, that finished 
his training forever. He was n-turned to the 
scenes of his foalliood at Auuicswood (so named 
from Annie, the late Mrs. Hunter, and llie eiiarm- 
iiig woo4lluiid, near tlie waters of PellKini Bay) and 
my eyes never again looked on him. Still, iiieniory 
elierislies tlie thought tliat he was one of the kind- 
est and the sweetest horses ever foaled.”
